teorological

would ask, give us observations when 
and where we want them? 
It has not been realized that the 
bureau has had only its regular facili­ 
ties for acquiring information, and no 
facilities at all for broadcasting it. 
The bureau has no radio stations of 
its own, although 
it 
gladly gives 
w eather forecasts to 
radio stations 
which do broadcast them. 
Funds Now Available. 
The Civil Aviation bill passed by 
the last session of congress author­ 
ized the bureau, atter July I, 1926, to 
gather and give to the Department of 
Commerce 
meteorological 
observa­ 
tions in aid of air navigation. On July 
3 the second deficiency bill was sign­ 
ed, allowing the first funds ever ap­ 
propriated for this purpose. 
Hence 
the W eather Bureau is now definitely 
at work on this job for the first time 
in history, and very busily at work. 
W. R. Gregg, meteorologist, is in 
charge of the new aerological divis­ 
ion at the headquarters of the bureau 
in Washington, 
Trained personnel Is 
taking the field as fast as possible. 
The stations in sm aller cfties will be 
located at the regular W eather Bu­ 
reau stations, hut at. larger cities will 
be located at the flying fields, where 
visibility is better and the observers 
will be in close touch with flying of 
ficials. 
Observation of air currents in the 
upper air will be the first big job of 
the 
new 
slat ions. 
Flyers 
want to 
know what winds they will encounter 
over given areas at various altitudes. 
As the wind may differ both in direc­ 
tion and velocity at different levels, 
this information is of 
prime import­ 
ance to the flyer in picking his course. 
This information is chiefly obtained 
by free balloons which are released 
from the meteorological stations and 
their courses recorded by the theodo­ 
lite, a sort of transit which measures 
the course of flight. 
The free balloons, about 28 inches 
in diameter when expanded with hy­ 
drogen gas, rise at an almost exactly 
steady rate per second. 
Hence 
the 
measurements of wind force involve 


Preliminary plans in charge of Ma­ 
jor Ernest L. Jones indicate that sta­ 
tion to station distribution by wire 
will probably be adopted, with radio 
telephony 
or

Land signals ;.t 
flying fields may be used to some ex­ 
tent to advise passing aviators of con­ 
ditions ahead which may have chang­ 
ed since they received their data at 
the start of their flight. 
The Department of Commerce now 
has (barge of federal activities deal­ 
ing both with flying and with radio, 
and it is anxious to keep the air as 
clear as possible of conflicting radio 
waves, so radio will be used only so 
far as necessary in reaching planes in 
flight. For most flying in one to five 
hour jumps it is likely that accurate 
data for the whole trip can be given 
a pilot when he starts, and only sud­ 
den changes would call for advice to 
him while In the air. 
Such c h a n g e s , 
while they often occur in the mind of 
the non-scientist, do not happen so of­ 
ten to the forecaster, who has usually 
seen the sudden change coming some 
hours in advance.

confronts the Department

Wherein they show that women haven t changed 
so much in this new era as is common supposed. 
In East Liverpool, as in other parts of Ohio, as well a.4- in sev 
era! states, women voters are allowed to exercise their franchise 
on the mere statement that they are of “voting age” or “more 
than 21.” 
And the same rule applies when they seek to register. 
Why shouldn’t that suffice anywhere, as long as women are sen- 
litive about revealing their precise number of years ?
